The ordinance of the 
city to which the comp any agreed re­ 
quires that they shall p ut in two p ublic 
drinking fountains so that man and beast 
might drink. 
At first it was fixed so that 
the farmer as he came into town hot and 
dry, stop p ed to unrein his horses so that 
they might drink, could take a cup 
and quench his thirst with tbe water 
as it came 
from 
the p ip e to enter 
the trough. 
The Water* Works comp any 
found much fault with this arrangement 
because an occasional p ail of water was 
carried away by citizens in tbe neighbor­ 
hood of the troughs. 
This was a very 
trifling thing for a water comp any to 
notice. 
The water is kep t running night 
aud day, and is constantly ruuuing to 
waste through the over-flow p ip es into 
the sewer. 
By the request of the w ater­ 
works engineer tLis bus been changed so 
that the water enters at the bottom of the 
trough, thus cutting oil the p eop les’ 
right to that water. 
They comp lain a 
good deal.

IN KING PHARAOH'S KITCHEN. 
The kitchen of Fharaoh’s house in Tahp an- 
he« is a big room, with recesses in the thick­ 
ness of the wall which served for dressers. 
There were fourteen large jais and two large 
flat dishes standing 
unharmed in 
their 
p laces, amid tho general destruction. 
A 
stone com crusher, a large iron knife, weight* 
und three small iron sp ite were found in this 
room. In the butler’s p antry adjoining w*ere 
no wine jars, but hundreds of jar lids and 
p laster stop p ers, some stamp ed with the 
royal ovals of Psainmeticus, and some with 
those of Necho, bis successor. Tho emp ty 
jars, with quantities of other p ottery, mostly 
broken, were p iled in a sort of rubbish closet 
outside, and next was a small room, sacred to 
the scullery maid or dish washer. 
It con­ 
tain« ! a m:ess with a sink, a bench to stand 
things up on, and recesses in the wall by way 
of shelves. The sink was formed of a largo 
clay jar with the lx)ttom knock« ] out, and 
till« l with broken [Kitsherds p laced on edge. 
The water ran through this and then into 
more broken i*>te below, p laced one in an­ 
other, all l>ottomlesK, going down to the clean 
sand IkJow. 
Thè {» otsherds were clogg« ! 
with fish bones. 
In other chaml sirs vvero found numbers of 
early Greek vases, ranging from 550 B. C. to 
<»00 B. C., some very finely p ainted with 
harp ies, sp hinxes, dancers and the like; nearly 
all, however, were broken, but some ran Iw 
mend« !. 
A sword handle, some scale armor, 
bronze 
rings, 
amulets, beads, seals, and 
esp ecially two rings, engraved with the titles 
of a p riest of Amen, have been found and 
many small tablets with inscrip tion.;.

The jury should not resort to trivial 
things to ap p ly tbe dootrine of reasonable 
doubt. 
The jury should act and judge as 
reasonable, thinking men, ap p lying the 
rules of ordinary business life to the ques­ 
tion p resented. 
The court then instructed 
the jury os to the various forms - of the 
verdict they might render if they found for 
the p roeecutiou. 
After Judge Gary clojed Mr. Zeisler 
insisted that the court should rep eat the 
instructious on the question of reasonable 
doubt, which he did. 
The jury was in­ 
structed that if any single fact ha« been 
p roven by evidence, that has not been con­ 
tradicted, which is incomp atible with the 
theory of tbe guilt of the defendants the 
p roof should be given the weight of its 
merits—which would amount to a reasona­ 
ble doubt, and an acquittal should follow. 
It was rep orted on Thursday night, on 
what is considered good authority, that the 
jury, after about six hours' deliberation, 
agreed up on a verdict. 
Owing to the fact 
that tbe jury agreed up on a verdict in so 
short a time, the imp ression p revails that it 
is a severe one, and that the defendants are 
found guilty as charged. 
Tbe Times says: The conclusion ar­ 
rived nt from sifted rumors was that it was 
most p robable that the jury had dtep owd of 
this celebrated case in the following man 
ner: Sp ies, Fieldea and Liagg, death; the 
remaining defendants are believed to have 
been condemned to the following p ufiteh 
ment: Faraone, Fischer, Schwab and Engel, 
each twenty year* and Neebe fourteen 
years in the p enitentiary. 
“Shortly after 10 o’clock there was a ru 
mor in p olioe circles that the jury had 
agreed, aad bad sentenced six of the p rison 
ere to be banged, and Neebe and Engel were 
given fourteen years each in the p eniten 
tiary.

< hi the earth 
the lan d is on ly ab» *ut on e-third of th» * area of 
th** sea, while on Mars th» * lan d an d sea sur- 
fa»*»*« m an to be about equal in exten t. The 
lan d is much cut up by the water, which ex­ 
ist* n ot so much in the form of a few large 
ocean ft, but rather as a n umber of curious 
fchape» JL, n arrow in lets an d chan n els, which 
inters» *» *! tho con tin en ts in ull d irection s. 
The bright m l color of the lan d is a curious 
fkvt for whieh n o ad equate* explan ation has 
as yet Ikh *u suggested . 
Herschel con sid ered 
ir was d ue to tin * peculiar n ature of the soil; 
but it certain ly seems curious that in this 
]K)in t Mars should d iffer from all the other 
plan ets. The appearan ce of the earth seen 
from a similar d istan ce» would probably be a 
d irty green , or perhaps brown . 
In fact, on 
the earth we linv» * n o soil or rock, whieh oc 
curs in an y » juan tity, of the red color which 
we observe on Mars. There is therefore u<> 
vegetation , un less we 
ad opt the curious 
theory ad van ced by a Fren ch savan t that in 
Mars the foliage is m l. 
Un luckily we have 
n o in strumen t that can at all help us here; 
the telescope an d spectrosoojic ure alike use­ 
less, an d for the presen t we must con ten t our­ 
selves with vain oon jeetures. 
THE EXISTENCE UF LIFE. 
The n ext poin t that ought to en gage our at­ 
ten tion is the at tin » sphere, with» n it which n o 
life is jKissible. 
Without en terin g in to ealcu 
hit ion s we m ar state that the pressure of tla* 
air at the surface of Maix would l*e ul>out 
(Mjiial to five in ches » if mercury, or ato ut on e- 
sixth of the n ormal atmospheric pressure on 
t ie earth. 
Now, given an atmosphere an d a 
large exten t of sea, we would n aturally ex 
pcot that cloud s would form a promin en t 
feature on the Martial surface; an d observa­ 
tion has proved this to t*e the case. The air 
on Mars bein g much less d ens« * than on the 
earth, it is presumable that the win d s would 
move with much greater velocity; an d for 
this reason it has Ikm*h thought that tm*« 
could n ot grow to an y con sid erable height. 
We must, however, l*ear in min d that though 
the velocity would Ik* high, the actual fom 
of the win d would probably n ot lie very 
great o n accoun t of its excessive ten uity. 
In a n inquiry as to the probability of the 
existence of life, on e of the most importan t 
po ints to l*e taken in to a cco unt is tli« * amoun t 
o f heat available. 
Now, Mars is at such a 
dista nce from the sun that on the whole it 
wo uld receive about twofiftbs a s much solar 
hea t as we d o. 
This d oes n ot, however, give 
the amoun t iff heat that, is actually received 
on the surface of the plan et, a con sid erable 
proportion bein g absorbed by the atm**** 
phere; an d sin ce our atmosphere is so much 
denser a nd thicker than that of Mars, it fol­ 
lows that we lose* a much larger percen tage of 
the solar heat. 
To calculate the exact amoun t 
of heat absorbed by a given thickn ess **f n il 
is a very d ifficult, if n ot impossible, problem; 
but it seems likely that, takin g everythin g 
In to accoun t, the in habitan ts of Mars will re­ 
ceive more heat from the sun than we d o. 
This would have the effect of makin g, the 
evaporation very large, an d if so tiie martial 
atmosphere would be mostly » *oin pose» l of 
water vapor. 
Accord in g to Professor Lan gley, the true 
color of the sun is blue, an d its yellown ess is 
d ue to tho d irt always presen t in the air. To 
the in habitan t'; of Mars it world most prob­ 
ably n pjiear n early w hite, un less, in d eed , they 
also have volcan oes to fill the air with lava 
» lust. 
Let us n ow sum up the facts os we have 
stated , an d d etermin e, as far as we can , what 
sort »*f man tho in habitan t of Mai-s must bo. 
In the first place, the force of gravitation at 
the surface is on ly just over on e-third of its 
equivalen t on tho earth; a poun d would , 
therefore, weigh about six oun ces in Mars. If, 
therefore, we assume that the men are of such 
a size that their weight an d activity lire the 
some as ours, they would be about ,f» >urteen 


feet high on the average. This wr uk1 maka 
their stren gth very gi-eat, for n ot on ly would 
It Is* actually superior to ours, but, a» every 
weight is so much smaller, it w» » uld be ap­ 
paren tly proportion ally in creased . 
SKILL OF TIIE MARTJALITK*. 
We should , therefore, expect id fin i that 
the Martialites have executed largo en gmecr- 
in g works; perhaps also their teles» ot>* ;,r» 
much superior to ours, ami we have !*»• n «d 
jeets of in terest f» *r their n l« servers, \V th n - 
gar» ! to taleaeopeft, it may U* in ter» *stiug *o 
examin e what is the effect» f the high» iit mag­ 
n ifyin g power we ».*. i uw . 
At Ll*- in ar« *t 
approach, the d fartauce from us to Mar- i> 
atxmt 117,000,000 miles; ami assumin g that 
the highest power that can be w l with ad ­ 
van tage is 1.200, we apppoach with our 
telescopea to n tlifttam» of 90,000 mi)» *« , 
k 
that hous« *s (*r town s, or, in d eetl, an y arti­ 
ficial works, would l*e hopelessly in visible 
With regar« ] to the supply of heat an d light, 
we have seen that the Martialite is n ot worse 
off than wt* are. 
To him the sun wouhl uj*- 
jiear as a wd iite »»r perhaps blue d isk, al*» » ut 
two-thirrlft of the d iam» *ter that it n pi**a$ to 
us. The Martial d ay d iffers but slightly from 
ours; bis year, however, is much lon ger, l*ein g 
almut <» 7 of our d ays, which is about 050 
martial » lays. 
The in clin ation »*f his axis to 
th» * plan e of the orbit is such that his season s 
would be very similar to ours. 
It is d if­ 
ficult to recon cile the id t*a of an exten sive 
vegetation with his peculiar red color; it is 
just possible, however, that win ie of the green 
patches gen erally supposed to Ik m as may in 
i, ality Ik large foivsts. 
The most valid objection to tho habitability 
of Mars liw in the fact of the extremely low 
atmospheric pressure, which, as we have seen , 
woul« l probably average about five in ches of 
mercury. The lowest pressure that a man Las 
ever lived in , even for a 6h» )rt time, is about 
seven in ches, which was reached by Cox well 
awl Gl&isher in their famous balloon ascen t. 
The aeron auts, however, n arrowly » s» ai*ed 
perishin g, n ot on ly on accoun t of the l»»w 
pressure, but also iKeause of the extreim* 
i*»*ld- 
It seems impossible that a man con stitutco 
exactly as we are could live for an y len gth of 
time breathin g air on ly « n osixth of th« d» n - 
d ty of oui>. But it is rather goin g out of » .» r 
way tn assume that th» Martialite« would be* 
ixactly the same o s we are in » very why; the 
f han ces are n million to on e again st it; 
t :.d 
on the other han <l, a very slight lmd iilen '. 
of the lun g arran gemen t would suffice to 
rr.aVv life perfectly possible un d er such ct 
flit ion s —CliamlK^* Journ al.

on e of these mon umen ts to the much en d ur­ 
in g charity of the En glish n ation rears itself, 
he can claim a comfortable bed of straw an d 
a meal of hoi**st bread in the morn in g. But 
tacked to th< « o privileges whieh makes the lot 
of the En glish tramp such a happy on e are 
three con d ition s, th<* in evitable en forcemen t 
of which d isliketh him. He must take a bath, 
he must d iscard his n atural rags a n d d on a 
clean n ight robe, an d be must break so much 
ston e or pick such a quan tity of oakum befora 
he is free of the street again .—New York 
Commercial Ad vertiser.
